the  12th:  October,  1910,  arc  hereby  rescinded,  and 
the  accompanying  regulations  are  hereby  sub- 
stituted therefor.

REGULATIONS  FOR  DOMINdOX  FOREST 
RESERVES. 


Interpretation. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  tlie  context  other- 
wise requires:' — 

(a.)  “Minister”  means  (he  'Minister  of  the  In- 
terior. 

(h.)  “Di  rector”  means  the  Director  of  Forestry. 

(c.)  “Forest  Ollicer  ” means  any  officer  of  the 
Forestry  Branch  of  the  Department  of  the  Interio]-. 

(d.)  “Dominion  Lands”  means  land's  of  (he 
Dominion  of  Canada  which  are  within  or  which 


comprise  any  Dominion  Forest  Reserve  to  which 
the  provision.s  of  “ The  Dominion  Forest  R-eservew 
and.  Parks  Act  ” apply. 

Trespass. 

2.  The  following  acts  are  prohibited  on  Dominion 
lands  within  'Dominion  Forest  Reserves; — 

(a.)  Locating  or  settling  upon,  using  or  other- 
wise occupying  such  lands,  except  such  occupation 
ai^’  is  authorized'  under  regulations  established  under 
the  authority  of  “ The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves 
and'  Parks  Act.”  or  is  authorized  Iw  a lease  -or 
licence  granted  prior  to  (he  creation  of  'the  forest 
reserve.  i'  'I!  ' ! 

(h.)  Allowing  stock  to  be  driven  through  or 
grazed  upon  such  lands  without  a permit. 

(c.)  Taking,  cutting,  removing,  destroying,  or 
injuring  any  tree,  hay,  or  other  natural  product 
or  object  in  or  upon  such  lands  without  a 
permit,  sale  or  licence,  except  upon  lands  leased 
or  licensed  'prior  to  the  creation  of  the  forest 
reserve  when  such  cutting  and'  removing  is  con- 
sistent with  the  terms  of  the  lease  or  licence. 

(d.)  'Cutting  or  reiwoving  timber  upon  lands 
covered  by  a lease,  licence,  or  permit  for  surface 
or  mining  rights  unles's  such  right  of  removal  is 
expressly  conveyed  by  the  lease  or  licence. 

3.  The  folio, wing  acts  are  prohibited  within  the 
Dominion  Forest  Reserve: — 

(a.)  'Setting  out  or  causing  to  be  set  out  any 
fire  in  the  open  air,  except  for  cooking  or  camping 
purpo.ses,  without  a permit  between  the  15th  day 
of  April  and  the  31st  day  of  October  in  each  year. 

(h.)  Taking,  trapping,  killing  or  injuring  of  any 
fish  witflout  a permit. 

(c.)  Hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding  or  in- 
juring of  any  wild  animal  or  bird  on  such  landis  as 
have  been  declared  a game  reserve  under  the  auth- 
ority of  “The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks 
Act!” 

(d.)  Removing,  defacing,  or  destroying  of  any 
building  or  other  public  property  or  of  any  post, 
mark,  or  notice  established  or  posted'  in  connection 
with  the  administration  of  the  reserves  or  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  regulations. 

(c.)  Using  the  stamp  “ D.F.R..”  or  any  other 
stamp  or  brand  which  may  be  selected  as  the  official 
stamp  of  the  Department,  except  by  a forest  officer. 

'Setting  of  Fires  and  Use  of  Fire. 

4.  The  director  or  any  other  officer  acting  under 
his  instructions  may  grant  permits  for  the  setting 
out  of  fires  during  the  closed  tsoason  between  the 
1.5th  day  of  April  and  the  .31st  d'ay  of  October  in 
each  j'ear,  as  established  by  section  3 of  these 
regulations,  and'  the  director  is  aulhorizcd.  to  extend 
the  closed:  season  during  periods  of  sipecial  danger. 

5.  Every  person  who  makes  or  starts  a fire  in 
the  open  air  for  cooking  or  caiinping  'Xiurposes 
shall — 

(a.)  'Select  a hare  rock  whereon  to  kind'Ie  such 
fire  wherever  possible,  and  if  there  be  no  bare  rock 
in  the  neighbourhood,  then  a site  on  which  there  i(S 
the  smallest  quantity  of  vegetable  matter,  dead 
trees,  branches,  brushwood',  dry  leaves,  'or  resinous 
trees. 

{!).)  Clear  the  'placc  in  Avhich  he  is  about  to 
light  the  fire  by  removing  all  vegetable  matter,  dead 
trees,  branches,  brushwood,  and  dry  leaves  from  the 
soil  within  a rad'ius  of  ten  feet  from  the  fire. 

(r. ) Exercise  and  observe  every  possible  xirecau- 
tion  to  prevent  such  fire  from  spreading,  and  care- 
fully extinguish  the  same  before  quitting  the  place. 

6.  Any  person  wlro  throws  or  drops  any  burning 
match,  ashes  fro'in  a pipe,  lighted'  cigar,  or  any 
other  burning  sul'x^tance,  or  who  discharges  any 
firearms  within  a forest  reserve  shall  completely 
extinguish  before  leaving  the  S'pot  the  fire  of  such 
match,  ashes  of  a pipe,  cigar,  wadding  of  the  fire- 
arm, or  other  burning  substance. 

7.  Any  Act  or  regulations  made  thereunder  for 
the  protection  of  forests  from  fire  of  any  Province 
in  which  a forest  reserve  is  situated  shall  be 
applicable  to  such  forest  reserve,  and  any  breach 
of  such  Act  or  regulations  made  thereunder  shall 
he  held  to  be  a breach  of  the  regulations  hereby 
estnbli(='hcd  and  shall  render  the  person  or  x^ci'sons 
guilty  of  such  breach  liable  to  the  penally  provided 
by  “ The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves-  and  Parks 
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Act”  in  addition  to  any  penalty  or  penalties  pro- 
vided by  the  Provincial  Act. 

■8.  Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly, 
personally,  or  through  any  servant,  employee,  or 
agent, — 

(a.)  Ivindle  a fire  or  let  it  run  at  large  on  any 
land  not  his  own  properly; 

(b.)  Permit  any  fire  to  pass  from  hi^^  own  land  ; 
or 

(c.)  Allow  any  fire  under  his  charge,  custody 
or  control,  or  under  the  charge,  custody  or  control 
of  any  servant,  employee,  or  agent,  to  run  at  large, 
with  the  result  that  such  fire  shall  pass  into  any 
forest  reserve,  shall  be  liable  in  addition  to  any 
penalty  impoHod'  by  any  Provincial  Act,  to  the 
penally  imposed  by  “ The  Reserves  Act  ” for  any 
breach  of  these  regulations. 

9.  Every  pereon  in  charge  of  any  drive  of  timber 
or  survey  or  exploring  party,  or  of  any  other  party 
in  any  forest  reserve,  shall  provide  himself  with  a 
copj”  of  these  re.gulations,  and  shall  s<ee  that  the 
men  under  his  charge  are  fully  informed  of  the 
provisions  thereof ; and  in  case  a breach  of  these 
regulations  is  committed  by  any  of  them  he  shall 
be  liable  to  the  penally  for  such  breach  as  if  it  had 
been  committed'  by  himself,  unless  he  establishes 
that  such  breach  was  committed  without  his  know- 
ledge and  contrary  to  his  instructions,  but  such 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  pers»on  in  charge  of 
any  such  parly  shall  not  relieve  any  member  of  his 
party  from  pei’sonal  liabilitj'  for  anj’  such  breach. 

10.  Every  engine  oiperated  by  the  power  of  steam 
passing  through  or  located  in  a forest  reserve  shall, 
by  the  company  or  authority  using  the  same,  be 
provided  with  and  have  in  use  all  the  most  im- 
proved and  efficient  aiopliances  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  fire  from  the  furnace  or  ash-pan,  or  from 
the  smoke-stack  of  such  engine,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  engineer  in  charge  of  any  such  engine 
to  use  all  necessary  means  and  appliances  to  pre- 
vent the  escape  of  fire. 

11.  Every  company  operating  a railroad  by  the 
power  of  steam  shall,  where  such  railroad  pas.se(s 
through  a forest  reserve,  establish  andi  maintain 
along  the  line  thereof  at  such  points  and  for  such 
distances  as  may  be  decided  by  the  Minister  to  be 
neccs'sary  on  each  aide  of  such  line  of  railroad  as 
may  be  decided  by  the  Minister,  a good  and 
sufficient  fire-guard  to  be  made  by  ploughing  the 
land  to  the  extent  of  not  loss  than  fifteen  feet  in 
width  on  the  .aide  of  the  fire-guard  farthest  from 
the  railroad,  and  by  burning  or  otherwise  freeing 
from  inflammable  material  the  spaces  between  such 
ploughing  and  such  line  of  railroad  ; provided,  how- 
ever. that  from  the  15th  April  to  the  Hist  October 
no  fire  shall  be  started  for  the  purpose  of  clearing 
mch  fire-guard  without  a permit  from  a forest 
ranger. 

12.  Every  company  operating  a railroad  by  the 
power  of  steam  shall,  at  all  times,  keep  its  right-of- 
way  and  such  fire-guards  free  from  .w’ood  and  other 
inflammable  material  and  in  such  condition  as  not 
to  allow  fire  to  spread  therein  and'  therefrom. 

13.  Every  railwa}"  company  which  is  not  under 
the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Railway  Commis- 
sioners for  Canada  operating  a railroad'  b.y  the 
power  of  steam  within  a forest  reserve  shall  pro- 
vide a patrol  along  its  line  during  any  period  when 
there  is  danger  of  fire,  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  Minister  or  any  forest^  officer 
acting  under  bis  instructions,  and  the  Minister  or 
such  oflicer  acting  under  hi.s  instructions  may  pro'- 
scribe  the  number  of  patrolmen  to  be  employed,  the 
frequency  of  the  patrol,  and  the  equipment  to  be 
furnished  such  patrolmen. 

14.  Any  forest  oflicer  .may  set  out  fire  or  cause 
the  same  to  be  set  out  under  his  instructions  within 
a forest  reserve  at  any  time  for  the  pun)Ose  of 
protecting  the  timber  or  decreasing  fire  danger,  or 
for  any  other  purpo.se  required  for  the  proper  ad- 
ministration of  the  reserve. 

Disposal  op  Timukr  uy  Permit,  Sale  or  Iucence. 

Paul  PermUfs. 

15.  The  director,  or  any  otlier  forest  officer  act- 
ing under  his  ins.t ructions,  may  grant  annual  per- 
nifts  for  the  cutting  of  timber  upon  the  forest 
reserves,  subject  to  the  conditions  provided  by  these 
regulations. 

8 


IG.  I’ermits  for  the  cutting  of  timber  upon  the 
’orest  reserves  maj''  be  granted  without  competi- 
tion as  follows; — 

(«.)  To  actual  settlers  living  within  fifty  miles 
of  the  nearest  boundary  of  a forest  reserve  for 
their  own  use  upon  lands  occupied  by  them. 

(b.)  To  miners  and  prospectors  for  Umber  re- 
quired for  development  work  upon  mining  claims 
held  by  them. 

(c. ) For  municipal  or  public  works  and  for  the 
erection  of  schools  and  churches  in  rural  districts. 

(f7.)  For  the  erection  of  buildings  or  other  struc- 
tures required  iu  connection  with  any  authorized 
use  of  the  reserve  on  lands  within  the  reserve,  ex- 
cept upon  such  lands  as  are  included  within  the 
limits  of  a townsite. 

(c.)  To  any  person  or  any  number  of  pei-sons 
co-operating  who  hold  proper  water  reoorde>,  for 
the  constructing  of  flumes,  dam'S,  or  other  struc- 
tures to  be  used  to  obtain  water  for  irrigating  the 
laud  or  lands  of  such  person  or  persons,  provided 
that  no  company  engaged  in  or  incorporated  for 
the  purpose  of  selling,  leasing,  or  otherwise  dis- 
posing of  land  or  water  as  a commercial  enter- 
prise, shall  be  entitled  to  a permit  under  this 
regulation. 

(f.)  To  the  holders  of  permits  or  leases  for 
rights-of-way  for  the  construction  of  roads,  trails, 
telephone  or  telegraph  lines,  or  other  authoriztM 
use  of  forest  reserve  land,  for  such  timber  a«  is 
required  to  be  cut  from  the  right-of-way  in  order 
to  make  it  available  for  the  purpose  for  which  the 
permit  or  lease  of  occupation  is  granted. 

{g.)  To  any  company  constructing  a railroad 
through  a forest  reserve  under  proper  authority, 
or  to  any  person  holding  a contract  from  such  com- 
pany for  cutting  ties  or  timber  for  constructing 
such  railroad,  for  ties  and  other  con^^tructiou  tim- 
ber, includ'ing  timber  for  buildings  required  iu  con- 
nection with  the  construction,  upon  anj'  tract  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  railroad. 

17.  The  maximum  quantities  which  may  be 
granted  under  permit  to  the  person  specified  iu 
section  I'G  are  as  follows  : — 

(o.)  To  actual  settlers  (subsection  (o).  section 
IG)  10,(XK)  feet  board  measure  of  raw  logs,  500 
fence  posts,  500  fence  rails  not  over  six  inches  in 
diameter  at  the  butt.  1,000  liueal  feet  of  round 
building  timber,  25  cords  of  wood  for  fuel. 

(b.)  To  miners  and  prospectors  (saibsectiou  (b), 
section  IG)  50,000  feet  board  measure  of  timber  or 
its  equivalent. 

(c. ) For  municipal  and  public  works  (f^ubsec- 
tion  (b).  section  IG)  whatever  timber  is  required, 
and  for  churches  and  schools  in  rural  districts  20, (K>0 
feet  board  measure  or  its  equivalent. 

((/.)  To  occupants,  permittees,  or  lessees  (sub- 
section (d),  section  IG)  3,000  lineal  feet  of  building 
logs,  500  roof-poles  not  over  c^ix  inches  in  diameter 
at  the  butt. 

(c.)  For  irrigation  purposes  (subsection  (c),  sec- 
tion IG)  .50,000  feet  board  measure  or  its  equiva- 
lent. 

18.  The  minimum  rates  of  dues  which  may  be 
charged  for  a timber  permit  are  as  follows; — 

(fl.)  Cord  wood,  25  cents  per  cord. 

(b.)  iMining  props*  aiidi  poles,  other  than  tele- 
graph and  telephone  'poles,  % cent  per  lineal  foot, 
(c.)  Fence  posts,  1 cent  each. 

(d.)  Poles  or  rails  (not  to  exceed  six  inches  at 
the  butt).  2 cents  each. 

(c.)  Telephone  and  telegraph  poles,  cent  per 
lineal  foot  for  poles  2.5  feet  in  length  and  under; 
1 cent  per  lineal  foot  for  poles  over  25  feet  in 
length. 

(f.)  Shingle-bolts,  .50  cents  per  cord. 

(g.)  Railway-ties,  3 cents  each. 

(b.)  'Saw-logs,  .$1..50  per  thousand  feet  board 
measure. 

(i.)  Dead,  timber  on  the  Rocky  Mountain  Forest 
Reserve.  50  cents  per  thousand  feet  board  measure. 

(;.)  Round  building  timber,  cent  )ier  lineal 
foot. 

10.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  it  in 
necessary  to  take  special  measures  for  the  improve- 
ment of  any  forest  rerarve,  or  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  any  specially  valuable  species  of  timber 
within  a forest  reserve,  he  may  vary  the  require- 
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raente  of  the  rogiilations  and  llie  scale  of  dmes'  to 
be  charged  t'o  such  an  extent  as  he  maj'  deem  neces- 
sary for  that  'purpose,  providedi  that  not  lesr-i  than 
the  inlniraum  rate  of  dues  fixed  by  the  regulations’ 
may  be  charged. 

20.  The  director  may  fix  the  dues  on  any  classesi 
of  timber  which  may  not  have  been  provided  for 
in  these  regulations-,  provided  that  such  dues  shall 
not,  when  reduced  to  the  same  standards’,  be  less 
than  the  minimu-m  dues  fixed  by  these  regulations. 

Free  Permits. 

21.  A permit  'to  cut  25  cordsi  of  dry  wood  free 
of  dues  may  be  granted  to  any  ap-plicant  for  his 
own  use. 

22.  Any  bona-fide  occupant  of  a homestead  who 
has  the  right  to  a permit  to  cut  timber  free  of  dues 
under  the  provisions  of  section  20  of  the  regula- 
tions governing  the  granting  of  yearly  licences,  and 
perm'its  to  cut  timber  on  Dominion  lands  estab- 
lished by  an  Order  in  Council-  dated  the  1st  day  of 
July,  180S,  as  amended  by  subsequent  Orders  in 
Council,  or  who  may  acquire  the  right  under  the 
said  regulations  and  amendments-  thereto,  may  be 
granted  a permit  to  exercis’e  such  rights  within 
any  forest  reserve  covered  by  the  regulations  here- 
by established,  provided  the  -application  for  such 
permit  is  -made  within  five  years  of  the  date  of 
homestead  entry,  but  the  permittee  must  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  hereby 
esta'blished  or  of  any  a-meudauent  thereto. 

Gener.vi,  Conditions  governing  Permits. 

23.  An  office  fee  of  25  cents  shall  be  required 
before  any  permit  is  issued.  The  fe-e  and  dues  in 
connection  wulli  -any  permit  m-ust  be  paid  in  full 
before  the  permit  is  issued,  and  all  -outstanding 
permits  must  have  been  returned;. 

24.  Permits  for  cutting  timber  .shall  expii-e  on 
the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding  the  date  of 
issue,  and  no  person  shall  be  entitl-e'd  to  more  than 
one  permit  in  one  year  of  each  class  provided  for 
by  these  regulations,  excepting  for  the  classes  of 
permits  provided  for  in  subsections  (/)  and  {(])  of 
section  IG  of  these  regulations.  Each  permit  shall 
designate  the  location  in  which  the  cutting  is  to  be 
done  and  the  quantities  and  classes  of  timber  to 
be  cut  thereunder. 

25.  Any  breach  of  the  regulations  or  condition  of 
the  permit  by  a permittee  or  failure  to  comply 
with  the  instructioiiis  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
reserve,  or  the  fore.-’t  ranger,  shall  render  the  per- 
mit liable  to  cancell-ation  and,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister,  the  privilege  of  obtaining  any  further 
or  other  -permit  shall  be  withdrawn. 

2().  All  timber  culting  u-pon  the  reserves  shall  be 
done  undie-r  the  control  of  -the  forest  ranger  or  other 
officer  and  .subject  to  his  instructions,  and  shall  be 
subject  -to  the  following  conditions: — 

(a.)  Only  such  timber  shall  be  cut  as  is  desig- 
nated by  the  forest  officer. 

(b.)  No  unneccss-ary  damage  shall  be  done  to 
the  young  growth  or  to  trees  left  standing. 

(c.)  All  merchantable  portions  shall  be  taken 
from  the  trees  cut,  and  there  shall  be  no  unueces- 
s'ary  waste  of  timber. 

((/.)  Stumps  shall  not  be  cut  higher  than  IS 
inchesi' without  special  permission  from  the  forest 
officer. 

(c.)  All  the  debris  of  operations-  shall  be  piled 
for  burning  unless  wudtten  permission  to  the  con- 
trary is  given  bj-  the  forest  officer. 

Sales  without  Comi’etition. 

27.  The  director  or  any  other  foresit  officer  acting 
under  his  instructions  may  sell  timber  without 
competition  subject  to  the  following  conditions : — 

(«..)  To  residents  of  -towns  and-  villages  for  the 
erection  of  buildings  for  their  own  use  in  quan- 
tities not  to  exceed-  3,000  lineal  feet  of  round 
timber,  -andi  .500  roof-poles  not  to  -e-xceed-  G inches  in 
diameter  at  the  butt  in  any  one  year  at  an  upset 
lu’ice  not  Irfss  than  that  fixed  by  these  resolutions 
for  permits. 

{h.)  To  any  applicant  for  his  own  use  or  for 
sale  or  barter  green  or  dry  cord-wood-  at  not  less 
■than  25  cents  per  cord,  and  in  amounts  not  to 
exceed  400  eordis  on  any  one  permit. 


Sales  ijy  Tender. 

28.  The  director  -may  approve  of  contracts  for 
the  sale  of  timber  from  the  forest  reserves  in 
quantities  not  to  exceed  5,000,000  feet  board 
measure,  or  its  equivalent,  on  any  one  sale,  and;  for 
a -period  of  re'in'oval  not  'to  exceed  five  years,  pro- 
viding that  the  timber  so  sold  shall  have  been 
advertised  for  sale  in  -a  new.s'paper  circulating  in 
the  district  in  which  the  timber  is  situated;  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  30  d-ayts.  The  director  may 
fix  the  upset  price  and  other  conditions  of  the 
contract  subject  to  these  regulati'ops.  If  no  tender 
is  received  the  timber  so  advertised;  'may  'be  dis- 
posed of  -at  private  sale  at  not  less  than  the  upset 
price  at  which  the  rale  was  ad-vertised. 

20.  Applications  for  sales  of  timber  under 
5,000,000  feet  shall  be  made  to  the  -officer  in  charge 
of  the  forest  reserve  on  forms  provided  by  the  De- 
partment to  be  -forwuiixled'  to  the  director. 

30.  All  applications  for  sales  of  timber  made 
under  section  28  shall  be  accompanied  by  a d'pposit 
of  .$50.  In  case  the  timber  is  not  advertised  for 
rale,  or  if  it  is  advertised  -and  the  depositor  is  not 
the  successful  tenderer,  his  tender  will  be  returned. 
If  the  ti-mber  is  advertised  and  no  ten-d-er  is  re- 
ceived the  deposit  will  be  forfeited-.  If  the  deposi- 
tor is  the  successful  tenderer  the  deposit  will  be 
retained;  and  applied  to  the  -payment  of  the  dues. 

31.  Each  person  submitting  a tender  for  timber 
advertised  under  these  regulations  shall  be  re- 
quired to  deposit  with  his  tender  an  amount  equal 
to  not  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  total  dues  at  the 
U'pset  ’.price  on  the  quantity  of  timber  to  be  sold 
when  the  total  does  not  exceed-  $5,000,  and  one- 
tenth  when  the  total  exceeds  that  amount.  This 
deposit  shall  be  retained;  in  case  -the  tender  is 
accepted  and  shall  be  returned  if  the  tender  is  re- 
jected. The  peisou  to  whom  the  timber  is  awarded 
shall  immediately  sign  an  agreement  to  -conduct  the 
operation  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the 
sale  and  the  regulations  of  the  forest  reserve. 

{!}.)  The  purcharar  shall  keep  a record  of  the 
timber  cut  either  by  scale,  count,  or  measurement, 
as  may  be  specified  on  forms  prescribed  by  the 
Department,  and  such  record  shall  be  open  to  in- 
spection by  any  forest  officer  at  any  time.  Sworn 
returns  shall  also  be  furui,«hed  quarterly  by  the 
purchaser  showing  the  quantity  of  timber  cut,  and 
payment  of  the  dues'  -on  the  ti-mbe'r  so  reported  shall 
be  made  at  these  quarterly  -periods.  The  deposit 
made  with  the  tender  sh-all  be  retained  and  ap'plied 
in  settlement  of  the  -two  last  quarterly  return?,  and 
all  deposits  in  excess  of  the  amount  found  to  be  due 
shall  be  re-fund-ed  when  the  sale  is  clorad.  Sales 
shall  'be  closed  by  the  director  on  the  report  of  the 
forest  officer  in  charge  to  -the  effect  that  all  con- 
ditions of  the  contract  h.-ive  been  complied  with. 

(c.)  Contracts  may  bo  cancelled,  by  -the  Minister 
for  failure  to  comply  with  the  conditious  of  the 
siame,  and  all  deposits  shall  be  forfeited  on  such 
cancellation. 

32.  The  director  may  require  that  bonds  be  given 
for  the  fiilfilmcnt  of  the  condi-tion^a  of  the  contract 
whenever  in  his  opinion  it  is  desirable. 

3.3.  No  pei'sou  to  whom  a sale  of  timber  has  been 
made,  -as  provided  for  in  section  23,  s-ball  be  eligible 
to  -tender  on  arrother  sale  during  the  term  of  the 
contract  of  sale  except  within  a period  of  six 
months  prior  to  the  expiration  thereof  and  unless 
the  conditions  of  the  contract  have  been  comi)lied 
with. 

Seizure.?. 

34.  All  timber  cut  within  a forest  reserve  with- 
out proper  authority  shall  be  liable  to  seizure, 
whether  in  the  posse.ssion  of  the  person  by  wbom 
it  was  cut  or  of  any  other  per.sons.  and  whether 
it  baa  or  has  not  been  removed;  from  the  reserve  ; 
-and  the  person  by  whom  the  -limber  was  cut  .shall, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  forfeit  -all  right 
to  obtain  a ;pormit  within  a forest  reserve,  in  ad- 
dition to  any  other  penalty  provided  by-  “The 
Forest  Reserves  Act,”  or  by  these  regulations. 
I'nless  the  person  who  cut  the  timber  -can  esitablish 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  -officer  in  charge  of  the 
forest  reserve  that  the  cutting  was  done  without 
wilful  intent  to  contravene  the  r-egul-ations,  the 
timber  shall  be  confiscated  and  may  be  disposed  of 
by  public  auction  after  proper  advertisement,  and. 
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if  no  bid  equul  'to  the  ainoimt  due  the  Government 
is  received,  may  be  disposed  of  by  private  sale.  If 
it  is  established  that  the  cutting  was  done  without 
wilful  intent  to  contravene  the  regulations,  the 
timber  may  be  released  on  payment  of  a fine 
equivalent  to  at  least  double  dues  on  the  timber 
seized',  which  maj'  be  collected  whether  the  timber 
is  partly  covered  by  permit  or  not. 

35.  If  timber  has  been  cut  on  a forest  retserve 
■without  authority,  and  has  been  removed  beyond 
the  reach  of  the  forest  officers,  the  person  respon- 
sible for  the  cutting,  whether  done  by  himself  or 
some  person  employed  by  him,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  and  not  exceed- 
ing three  dollars  for  each  tree  unlawfully  cut.  If 
the  person  responsiible  for  cutting  the  timber  un- 
lawfully can  establish  that  the  cutting  was  done 
without  wilful  intent  to  infringe  the  regulations,  he 
may  be  relieved  from  further  liability  by  the  Min- 
ister on  payment  of  at  least  double  dues  on  the 
quantity  cut,  as  determined  by  the  forest  officer. 

Ghazing  of  Live-stock. 

.30.  Permits  for  a period  not  to  exceed  one  year 
for  the  grazing  of  live-stock  on  forest  reserves  may 
be  granted,  by  the  Director  of  Forestry,  or  any 
foreist  officer  acting  under  his  instructions,  except 
where  it  may  be  determined  by  the  Minister  that 
the  exclusion  of  stock  is  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  reserve. 

37.  The  number  and  kind  of  stock  which  may  be 
grazed  upon  each  grazing  district  in  each  reserve, 
and  the  period  during  which  the  grazing  will  be 
permitted,  shall  be  determined  for  each  year  by  the 
Director  of  Forestry. 

33.  Applications  for  the  grazing  of  stock  shall  be 
made  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve.  Any 
applicatiouts  received  after  the  first  d'ay  of  March 
shall  be  entitleol  to  consideration  only  after  the 
applications  received  prior  to  such  date  have  been 
satisfied  or  disposed  of.  Applications  for  grazing 
permits  must  be  made  on  the  form  prescribed  by 
the  Director  of  Forestry  for  that  purpose,  aud  must 
give  the  information  called’  for  by  s'uch  form,  in- 
cluding the  brandrs  for  the  identification  of  the 
stock. 

3'.).  In  considering  applications  for  grazing  per- 
mits on  a forest  reserve  the  following  classes  of 
applicants  shall  be  considered  in  the  following 
order  of  preference ; — 

'Class  1. — .Persons  owning  and  residing  upon 
improved  ranch  or  farm  property  near  a forest  re- 
serve who  are  dependent  on  the  forest  reserve  for 
range  for  their  stock  and  who  do  no't  own  more 
stock  than  the  grazing  unit  for  the  district. 

■Class  2. — Persons  owning  improved  ranch  or 
farm  property  near  a forest  reserve  who  are  de- 
pendent on  the  forest  reserve  for  range  for  their 
stock,  'but  who  do  not  reside  on  the  property,  or 
who  own  more  sitock  than  the  grazing  unit  for  the 
district. 

Class  3. — Persons  wlro  do  not  own  improved 
■liro'perly  near  the  forest  retserve  or  who  are  not 
dependent  on  the  forest  I'escrve  for  range. 

Applications  from  persons  in  Class  3 may  be  re- 
fiisorl  if  the  applications  from  persons  in  'Classes  1 
and  2 are  for  a number  of  slock  equal  to  the 
maximum  fixed  by  tlie  director  under  section  37  of 
these  regulations. 

40.  An  ofiice  fee  of  25  cents  shall  be  required 
befoi-e  any  permit  is  issued.  'The  Director  of 
Forestry  shall  fix  the  dues  for  grazing  permits  for 
each  forest  reserve.  The  minimum  d'ues  for  a 
grazing  permit  for  cattle  or  horses  Hhall  be  5 cents 
per  head  per  month,  and  the  maximum  sliall  be 
10  cents  per  head  per  month,  but  no  permit  shall  be 
granted  for  less  than  25  cents  per  head. 

The  rate  of  dues  charged  for  slieep  shall  be  one- 
fourlh  of  that  charged  for  cattle. 

If  the  tract  to  be  grazed  is  enclosed  by  a fence 
the  dues  for  a grazing  permit  may  be  increased  to 
25  cents  per  head  per  month  or  .$1  per  head,  for 
the  (season. 

The  fees  and  d'ues  in  connection  with  any  permit 
must  be  paid  in  full  before  the  permit  is  issued. 

Only  stock  six  months  old  or  over  will  be  counted 
in  the  determination  of  the  duesi  for  a permit. 

41.  'The  Director  of  Forestry  may  establish  a 
li.xed  number  of  stock  as  a grazing  unit  for  each  for- 


est reserve,  the  basis  of  the  minimum  unit  being  the 
number  of  stock  which  can  be  carried  during  the 
winter  in  connection  with  a homestead  or  small 
ranch;  and  the  number  of  persons  to  whom  permits 
for  grazing  stock  are  issued  in  any  grazing  disli  ict 
may  be  increased  to  the  number  of  grazing  units 
which  will  be  supported  by  the  maximum  limit  for 
the  grazing  dicstrict,  and  the  number  of  stock  grazed 
on  the  district  by  any  one  person  may  be  r^uced 
to  the  grazing  unit  on  such  scale  of  reduction  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  director,  but  any  such  reduc- 
tion shall  be  made  only  at  the  close  of  a grazing- 
season  and  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed.  20% 
of  the  total  number  of  stock  grazed  in  the  grazing 
district  by  such  .person  under  permit. 

42.  All  cattle  and’  horses  over  six  montlw^  old 
must  be  branded  being  permitted  to  graze  on  the 
forest  reserve. 

43.  'When  a permittee  wishes  to  drive  stock  on 
the  reserve  he  must  before  doing  so  give  at  l^st 
two  weeks’  notice  to  the  forest  ranger  or  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  reserve,  by  mail  or  otherwi(se, 
slating  the  number  of  stock  to  be  driven  in. 
Similar  notice  must  also  be  given  when  the  stock 
are  to  be  removed. 

44.  At  the  expiration  of  the  permit  the  permittee 
shall  remove  his  stock  from  the  reserve,  and  if  this 
is  not  done  within  fifteen  diays  after  the  expiration 
of  the  permit  the  forest  ranger  or  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  reserve  may  have  the  stock  removed 
and  the  Department  will  affiume  no  responsibility 
for  the  loss  of  the  stock  or  for  damage  occasioned 
by  them. 

45.  Any  stock  removed  from  the  reserve  before 
the  expiration  of  the  permit  may  be  replaced  by 
other  stock,  to  an  equal  number,  owned  b3’  the  per- 
mittee. 

46.  If  the  stock  are  sold  during  the  term  of  the 
permit  the  permit  shall  be  surrendered  and  a new 
permit  for  the  uuexpired  portion  of  the  term  will 
be  issued  free  of  dues  to  the  purchaser  of  the  stock. 

47.  All  eitock  grazed  under  permit  must  he 
supplied  with  salt  at  such  places  aud  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  designated  by  the  forest  ranger. 

48.  The  carcasses  of  .any  animalrs  on  the  reserves 
which  die  of  infectious  diseases  must  be  burned, 
and  any  carcasses  which  are  in  the  vicinity  of  any 
supply  or  body  of  water  or  any  habitation  must 
be  removed  or  buried'  by  the  owner  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  forest  ranger. 

49.  I'ermits  for  driving  (stock  across  a reserve 
may  be  granted  by  the  forest  oflicer  in  charge  of 
the  reserve  on  such  conditions  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 

50.  Any  breach  of  the  regulations  or  conditions 
of  the  permit  by  a permittee,  or  failure  to  comply 
with  'the  instructions  of  the  oUicer  in  charge  of  the 
reserve  or  of  the  forest  ranger,  shall  render  the 
peimit  liable  to  cancellation  and,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Mlnif^ler,  the  privilege  of  obtaining  any 
further  or  other  permit  shall  be  witlulrawn. 

51.  Any  damage  done  .to  Improvements  on  a 
forest  reserve  shall  be  re.paired  by  the  person  re- 
sponsible for  such  damage  whether  the  damage  is 
the  result  of  his  own  action,  or  the  action  of  any 
person  employed  by  him,  or  of  stock  owned  by  him. 

52.  W.hen  it  is  considered  necef^sary  for  the 
prevention  of  injury  or  contamination  to  any 
sources  of  water-supply,  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  reserve  may  take  such  action  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  its  protection  and  for  that  purpose  maj- 
provide  for  the  exclusion  of  stock  therefrom  by 
fencing  or  otherwise. 

53.  Any  peiwn  owning  or  leasing  unfenced  land 
within  a forest  reserve  who  waives  the  right  .to  the 
exclnsivc  use  of  such  land  may  be  granted  a 'per- 
mit free  of  dnes  for  a nninber  of  stock  equal  to 
the  number  which  can  be  carried'  on  such  land 
uiuler  the  regulations  for  granting  leases  for  graz- 
ing puri)oses  on  Dominion  lauds,  namely,  one  head 
of  cattle  or  horses  for  each  twenty  acres. 

54.  Whenever  any  live-stock  association  whose 
membership  includes  a 'inajoritj-  of  the  ownei-s  of 
an.v  class  of  live-stock  using  a forest  I’eserve  or 
portion  thereof  shall  appoint  a committee,  an 
agreement  on  the  part  of  which  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  aH-socialion.  such  committee,  niton  applica- 
tion to  tire  director,  may  be  recognizeal.  as  an  ad- 
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vis'ory  board  for  tlie  association,  and  s-hall  .then  be 
entitled  to  receive  notice  of  pro^posed  action  and 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  local  forest 
ollicer  in  reference  to  increase  or  decrease  in  the 
number  of  stock  to  be  allowed  for  any  year,  the 
division  of  the  range  between  different  classes  or 
Siiock  or  their  owners,  or  the  adoption  of  (special 
rules  to  meet  local  conditions. 

Grazing  Trespass. 

55.  The  owner  of  any  stock  grazing  on  a forest 
reserve  without  a permit  shall'  be  liable  to  at  least 
four  times  the  regulation  rate  of  dues  for  the  num- 
ber of  stock  so  grazing  unless  he  can  establirsh  that 
the  trespass  was  made  without  wilful  intent,  in 
which  case  at  least  double  dues  shall  be  charged. 

Disposal  of  Hay. 

56.  Permits  for  cutting  wild  grass  for  hay  on 
forest  reserves  may  be  gx’ianted  by  the  director  or 
any  oflicer  acting  under  his  instructions. 

57.  No  ipermit  shall  be  granted  for  a period 
greater  than  one  year,  and  no  permit  shall  be  trans- 
ferable. The  cutting  of  hay  shall  not  be  permitted 
before  the  twenty- fifth  day  of  July  in  any  year,  or 
such  other  diate  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  oflicer  in 
charge  of  fhe  forest  reserve. 

5S.  Any  actual  settler  residing  in  the  vicinity  of 
a forest  reserve  miay  be  granted  a permit  for  hay 
for  use  by  stock  ownedi  by  him  on  paying  therefor 
■at  the  rate  of  10  cents  per  ton. 

(b.)  Permits  may  be  granted  to  cut  hay  for 
barter  or  sale  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  .ton,  but 
such  p.ermits  shall  not  be  granted  until  after  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  July  in  any  year,  or  such  other 
date  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  oflicer  in  charge  as 
provided  for  in  the  preceding  section. 

(c. ) The  fee  for  a permit  shall  be  25  cents. 
' The  fee  and  dues  in  connection  with  a permit  murst 
be  paid  in  full  before  the  'permit  is  i^ued;,  and  all 
previous  permits  must  have  been  returned. 

50.  Application  for  permits  of  hay  may  be  re- 
ceived at  any  time  after  .the  first  day  'of  January, 
and  permits  may  be  granted'  at  any  time  after  the 
fii’st  day  of  April. 

00.  In  case  two  or  more  applications  are  received 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  anj-  year  for 
permits  to  cut  hay  on  one  parcel  of  land,  .the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  forest  reserve  shall  have  authority 
t'o  make  a division  among  the  applicants  or  to  put 
up  the  right  to  a permit  to  .tender. 

61.  Any  .breach  of  the  regulations  by  a permittee, 
or  failure  to  com'ply  with  the  instructions  of  the 
oflicer  in  charge  of  the  reserve  or  of  the  forest 
ranger,  shall  render  the  permit  liable  to  cancella- 
tion and,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  the 
privilege  'of  obtaining  any  further  or  other  permit 
shall  be  withdrawn. 

Seizures. 

62.  All  hay  cut  within  a forest  reserve  without 
proper  authority  shall  be  liable  to  seizure,  whether 
in  the  i>o«session  of  tlie  person  by  whom  it  was 
cut  or  of  any  other  .person,  and  whether  it  has  or 
has  not  been  removed  from  the  reserve;  and'  the 
pei’S'on  by  wlmm  th.e  hay  was  cut  shall,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Minister,  forfeit  all  right  to  obtain 
permit  within  a forest  reserve  in  addition  to  any 
other  penalty  provided:  by  “ The  Forest  Reserve 
Act  ” or  by  these  regulations. 

(b.)  UulCiW  the  person  who  cot  the  hay  can 
establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  forest  reserve  that  the  cutting  was  done 
without  wilful  intent  to  contravene  the  regulations, 
the  hay  shall  be  confiscated  and  may  be  disposed 
of  by  public  auction  after  proper  advertisement, 
and,  if  no  bid  equal  to  the  amount  due  the  Govern- 
ment is  received,  may  be  dis'pofsed  of  by  private 
sale. 

(c. ) If  it  is  established  that  the  cutting  was 
done  without  wilful  intent  to  contravene  the  regula- 
tions, the  hay  may  be  releasied  on  .payment  of  a 
fine  equivalent  to  at  least  double  dues  on  the  hay 
seized,  which  may  be  collected  whether  the  hay  is 
liartly  covered  by  permit  or  not. 

66.  If  hay  has  .been  cut  on  a forest  i-eserve  with- 
out authority,  and  hais  been  removed  beyond,  the 
reach  of  the  foreS't  officere,  the  person  responsible 
for  the  cutting,  whether  done  by  himself  or  some 
person  employed  by  him,  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 


of  not  less  than  $1  and  not  exceeding  $3  for  each 
ton  of  hay  unlawfully  cut. 

(b.)  If  the  person  responsible  for  cutting  the 
hay  unlawfully  can  establish  .that  the  cutting  waH 
done  without  intent  to  infringe  the  regulations,  he 
may  be  relieved  from  further  liability  by  the  Min- 
ister on  p.ay'ment  of  at  least  double  dues  .ou  the 
quantity  cut,  as  determined;  by  the  forest  officer. 

Use  of  Lands  under  Lease  or  Permit. 

61.  The  Minister  is  authorized  to  lease  lands  for 
the  following  purposes,  and  under  the  conditions 
hereinafter  provided  : — 

(a.)  'Surface  rights  for  mining  clainits. 

(6.)  'Schools,  churches,  club-houses,  sanitaria, 
and  cemeteries. 

(c.)  Suminier  res'ort  lots. 

Conditions  governing  the  leasing  of  lands  for 
above  purposes : — 

(tf.)  The  owner  or  lessee  of  a mining  claim  may 
acquire  undier  wuch  form  of  lease,  and  on  such 
terms  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Minister,  such 
portion  of  the  surface  rights  on  landts  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  claim  -as  is  necessary  for  the 
pro'per  working  of  the  mine,  the  term  of  the  lease 
not  to  exceed  the  term  of  the  lease  of  the  mining 
rights,  or  in  any  case  a term  of  twenty-one  yeaiw. 

(b.)  Leases  of  surface  rights  may  be  granted  on 
such  conditions  and  for  any  period  not  'exceeding 
twenty-one  years,  for  such  areas  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Minister  for  churches,  club-houses, 
aanit.aria,  and  cemeteries,  and  .may  be  renewed  for 
like  periods  from  time  to  time,  if  the  conditions  of 
the  lease  have  been  com'plied  with. 

(c. ) Leases  for  building  lots  within  duly  estab- 
lished summer  resorts,  on  such  form  as  is  approved 
by  the  Minister,  may  be  granted  for  a ‘period  of 
forty-two  years  renewable  in  like  periods  at  ‘a 
rental  to  be  fixed  by  the  IMinister.  Such  rental 
shall  be  subject  to  read'justment  in  the  year  3920 
and  at  the  end  of  each  period  of  ten  yearn  there- 
after. 

Before  a lease  is  issued  in  favour  of  any  appli- 
cant he  shall  be  required  to  execute  an  agreement 
by  which  he  will  undert.ake  to  erect  and  complete 
within  one  year,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  forest 
officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve,  a building  for  resi- 
dential puipotses  according  to  ‘plans  and  specifica- 
tions previously  approved;  by  the  said  forest  officer, 
and  on  fulfilment  of  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
the  lease  shall  be  granted..  'No  building  shall  be 
erected  or  used  for  other  than  reisidential  'purposcts 
except  by  special  authorization  of  the  Miinister. 

(d.)  Leases  shall  not  be  transferable  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  Minister. 

65.  I’ermits  for  periods  not  exceeding  one  year 
for  the  construction  of  'buildings,  fences,  or  other 
worlos  or  structures  on  forest  reserves  and.  the 
occupation  of  the  lands  necessary  for  any  •purpo.se 
authorized  by  the  regulations  may  be  granted  by 
the  director  or  any  other  officer  acting  under  his 
instructions,  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  Minister.  The  Min- 
ister may  in  his  di(scretion  put  the  right  up  to 
tendiei'. 

66.  I’ermits  at  the  minimum  fee  of  25  cents  may 
bo  granted — 

(a.)  To  hunters,  trappers,  prospectoi-s,  and 
tishormen  for  cabins. 

(b.)  To  grazing  permittees  for  cabins,  corrals, 
drift  fences,  stock-watering  tanlvs,  and  d'lpping-vatrs. 

(c. ) To  Lessees  of  lots  in  summer  resorts  in 
forest  reserves  for  bo.at-houscs. 

(d.)  To  any  person,  or  number  of  persons  co- 
operating who  hold  proper  water  records,  for  the 
construction  of  flumes,  dams,  or  other  structures  in 
forest  reserves,  to  bo  used  to  obtain  water  for  irri- 
gating the  land  or  lands  of  such  person  or  persons, 
provixled  that  no  company  engaged  in  or  incorpor- 
ated for  the  purpofje  of  selling,  leasing,  or  other- 
wise disposing  of  land  or  water  as  a commercial 
enterprise  shall  be  entitled  to  a permit  as  herein 
provided. 

(e.)  For  mill-sites,  logging- rail  ways,  tramways, 
flumes,  and  chutes  required  by  persons  authorized 
to  cut  timber  on  ipublic  land's. 

(/.)  For  works  for  .municipal  water  supply. 

(p.)  For  roads  and  trails. 
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G7.  I’ermiti?  at  a scale  of  fees  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Minister  may  be  granted' — - 

(a.)  Por  enclosing  pastures,  not  to  exceed  ex- 
cept in  tbe  llocky  Mountains  Forest  Reserve, 
twenty  acres  in  area. 

(b.)  For  sawinillis,  stopping-places,  restaurants, 
stores,  summer-houses,  and  boat-houses,  and  for 
any  other  buildings  required  for  temporary  pur- 
poses. 

(c. ) For  irrigation  works  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for. 

G8.  I’ermlts  for  periods  not  to  exceed  one  year 
for  tlie  cultivation  of  land  in  special  cases  approved 
by  the  Minister,  where  it  is  necessary  to  improve 
the  production  of  feed  for  stock,  may  be  granted 
on  such  terms  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Minister. 

G9.  All  leases  and  permits  granted  under  these 
regulations  shall  be  issued  subject  to  the  right  of 
the  Minister  to  construct  or  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  roads,  trails,  or  telephone-lines  on  or 
across  the  lands  included  in  such  lease  or  permit, 
and  shall  also  be  subject  to  a reservation  of  a public 
shore  allowance  of  at  least  sixty-six  feet  in  width, 
measured  from  high-water  mark  along  all  lakes, 
riveiH,  or  streams. 

70.  Lessees  and  permittees  must  keep  their 
buildings  and  premises  in  a neat  and'  sanitary  con- 
dition, and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  regulations 
in  force  in  the  forest  reserves,  and  to  the  directions 
of  the  foreist  officers  in  giving  effect  to  such  I’egula- 
tions. 

71.  In  such  portions  of  any  reserve  where  re- 
strictions on  camping  are  determined  by  the  direc- 
tor to  be  necessary,  camping  shall  only  be  permitted 
under  permit. 

72.  The  public  will  be  permitted  to  picnic  in  the 
forest  reserve  without  special  permit,  but  where 
land  is  specially  set  aside  for  this  purpose  may  be 
required  to  use  such  laud  only. 

73.  iXo  permit  granted  under  these  regulations 
shall  be  transferred  without  the  consent  of  the 
Minister. 

74.  Auy  permit  granted  under  these  i-egulations 
may  be  cancelled  for  failure  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  on  which  it  is  iosuedi  or  for  any  breach 
of  the  regulations  relating  to  forest  reserves. 

Sale  of  Lands. 

75.  The  Mini.ster  may  establish  townsites  in 
forest  reserves,  in  his  discretion ; subdivide  the 
townsites  into  lots  and  sell  the  lots  at  public 
auction,  fixing  upset  prices  and  terms  of  payment, 
subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(o.)  Advertisement  of  a (sale  must  be  made  in  a 
newspaper  circulating  in  the  district,  at  least  thirty 
days  before  the'  date  of  the  sale. 

{b.)  No  lot  shall  be  sold  for  a less  amount  than 
the  ui)set  price  to  bo  fixed  by  the  IMinister  and 
given  in  the  advertisement. 

(c.)  The  sale  of  each  lot  shall  be  subject  to  the 
purchaser’s  entering  into  an  agreement  to  erect 
within  one  year  a building  satisfactory  to  the  forest 
officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve.  Agreements  of  s-ale 
shall  not  be  transferable.  Failure  to  fulfil  this 
agreement  shall  render  the  sale  liable  to  cancella- 
tion. 

{(1.)  Jf  tlie  townsite  iw  being  establhshed  in  con- 
neclion  witli  mining  or  other  industrial  operatioiitJ, 
tlie  company  carrying  on  such  operations  may  be 
permitted  by  the  jMinistcr  to  purchase  such  number 
of  lots  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  erection  of 
buikliugs  in  connection  with  the  operations,  with- 
out restriction  as  to  the  buildings  on  individual 
■lots. 

(c. ) A fciui table  number  of  lots  may  be  reserved 
by  the  LMinister  for  public  purposes  and,  in  the 
event  of  a municipality  being  organized,  may  in  the 
discretion  of  the  IMlnister  be  granted  to  such 
municipality  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings. 

Hunting. 

7G.  In  any  portion  of  a forest  reserve  proclaimed 
as  a game  preserve,  no  game  shall  be  hunted,  taken, 
or  kiiled',  ami  any  further  regulations  nwessary  for 
thi.s  i)urpO(se  may  be  made  by  the  Minister. 

77.  Forest  oHicers  shall  have  authority  at  any 
time  to  destroy  predatory,  noxious,  or  dangerous 
animals. 


Fishing. 

78.  Fishing  in  any  other  manner  than  by  angling 
and  trolling  is  prohibited. 

(h.)  Angling  or  trolling  is  prohibited,  except 

under  permit. 

(c.)  Every  British  subject  resident  in  the  Prov- 
ince for  which  it  is  iswued,  shall  be  eligible  for  an 
angling  and  trolling  permit.  The  annual  fee  for 
such  permit  shall  be  one  dollar. 

((/. ) Every  non-resident  shall  be  eligible  for  an 
angling  and  trolling  permit,  the  fee  on  which  shall 
be  one  dollar  for  a single  day,  or  five  dollars  for 
the  season. 

(c.)  Permittees  must  enrry  their  permits  with 
them,  and  produce  them  at  the  request  of  the  forest 
officer. 

(/.)  Subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of 
these  regulations,  a permit  granted  under  the 
regulations  establishedi  by  Order  in  'Gouucil  to 
govern  fishing  outside  of  forest  reserves,  shall  en- 
title the  permittee  to  the  privilege  of  fishing  in  a 
forest  reserve.  i'  , 

Close  Season. 

79.  The  following  close  seaswus  are  established 
for  the  Provinces  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  : — 

(a.)  In  waters  in  that  portion  of  Alberta  north- 
ward from  the  international  boundary-line  to  and 
including  the  Bow  River  and  its  tributaries,  no  one 
shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout,  grayling  or 
Rocky  Mountain  whitefisih  from  the  1st  day  of 
November  in  each  year  to  the  30th  day  of  June 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(h.)  On  the  Red-  Deer  River  and  its  tributaries, 
and  the  Niorth  Saskatchewan  River  and  itc?  tribu- 
taries%  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  any 
trout,  grayling,  or  Itocky  Mountain  whitefish  from 
the  1st  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  30th 
day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c.)  In  the  Athabaska  River  and  its  tributaries, 
no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  any  trout,  gray- 
ling, or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  1st  day 
of  November  in  each  year  till  the  31st  day  of  May 
following,  both  dayis  inclusive. 

((/.)  In  waters  frequented'  by  lake  trout  no  one 
shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  any  trout  from  the  1st 
day  of  iSeptember  in  each  year  till  the  30th  of 
April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

80.  In  forest  reserves  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  no  person  shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill 
any  trout  from  the  1st  day  of  November  to  the 
15th  day  of  June  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

Size  Limit. 

81.  No  cutthroat  trout,  rainbow  trout,  grayling, 
or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefif-'h  less  than  nine  inches 
in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water, 
and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less 
than  the  minimum  measurement  named — which 
measurement  sihall  be  from  the  'imint  of  the  nose  to 
the  centre  of  the  tail — shall  return  such  fish  to  the 
water  from  which  it  was  taken,  alive  and  unin- 
jured. 

(6.)  No  lake  trout  lesrs  than  fifteen  inches  in 
length  shall  bo  retained’  or  kept  out  of  the  water, 
and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less 
than  the  minimum  measurement  named — which 
mcasairemcnt  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to 
the  centre  of  the  tail — shall  return  such  fish  to  the 
water  from  wliich  it  was  taken,  alive  and  unin- 
jured. 

1‘eu  Diem  Catcii, 

•82.  No  one  (ohall  in  one  day  catch  and  retain 
more  than  twenty-live  cutthroat  trout,  rainbow 
trout,  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish,  or  of  the 
different  species  named  than  will  in  the  aggregate 
amount  ot  more  than  twenty-five  fish. 

(h.)  No  one  shall  catch  and  retain  more  than 
ten  lake  trout  in  one  day. 

(c.)  No  one  shall  in  one  day  by  angling  or 
trolling  catch  and  retain  more  than  twenty-live  pike 
(jackfish),  pickerel  (dore),  or  of  either  of  these 
sipecicrt  tlian  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  more 
than  twenty-live. 

Fishing  Geau. 

■83.  No  one  shall  use  in  angling  or  trolling  a gang 
of  hooks,  and  in  angling  not  more  than  three  hooks 
shall  be  used  on  any  line,  which  t^hall  be  a sullicieut

distance  apart  to  prevent  a fiish  being-  hooked  on 
more  than  one  at  the  same  time. 

iS4.  'No  fishing  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  in 
the  middle  and  south  forks  of  lliglrwood  River, 
Trout  Ci’cek,  and'  \Ylill'o\v  Creek  and  their  tribu- 
taries until  July  1,  lt)14. 

S5.  The  ^Minister  may  close  any'  stream  from 
fishing  for  such,  term  as  i«  necessary,  and:  may  also 
prohibit  camping  on  such  streiams. 

Powers  of  Forest  Officers  and  1'enalties. 

SG.  Any  forest  ranger  may  on  view,  without 
warrant  or  legal  process,  arrest  and  bring  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  to  be  dealt  with  according  to 
law,  or  may  on  view  arrest  and  remove  from  the 
reserve  any  person  found  violating  any  provision 
of  “ The  Dominion  Forest  Rewerves  and  I'arks 
Act  ” or  any  regulations  made  thereunder. 

(b.)  Any  forest  ranger  may  seize,  whether  with- 
in a reserve  or  elsewhere,  all  timber  cut  or  re- 
moved, all  mineral  removed,  all  animals,  birds,  and 
fish  captured  or  killed,  and  within  a reserve  may 
seize  all  firearms,  ammunition,  explosives,  spears, 
trapis,  nets,  rods,  lines,  tackle,  and  appliances  used 
or  found  in  the  possession  of  any  person  without 
lawful  authority,  or  in  contravention  of  any  pro- 
vision of  “ The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and 
l‘arks  Act  ” or  of  any  regulations  made  thereunder, 
and  when  so  seized  they  shall  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ing to  law. 

(c. ) For  the  purpose  of  searching  for  anything 
mentioned;  in  subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  any 
forest  ranger  may,  without  warrant  or  legal  pro- 
cess, enter  and  search  any  house,  dwelling,  struc- 
ture, or  caui'p  within  a reserve,  or  within  ten  miles 
of  the  boundary  of  a reserve. 

(d.)  An  arrest,  removal,  seizure,  or  conhscation 
shall  not  relieve  the  offender  from  any  other  pen- 
alty to  which  he  may  be  liable  under  “ The  Domin- 
ion Forest  Reserves  and'  I’arlus  Act  ” or  otherwise. 

87.  As  provided  by  section  15  of  “ The  Reserves 
Act,”  any  ijersou  violating  any  provision  of  these 
regulations,  shall,  in  addition  to  any  civil  liability 
thereby  incurred',  be  liable,  on  summary  conviction, 
to  a penalty  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  in  default  of  immediate  payment  of  such 
penalty  and.  of  the  cost  of  prosiecutiou  such  person 
may  be  Imprisoned  with  or  without  hard  labour  for 
any  term  not  exceeding  six  months. 

88.  Every  holder  of  a lease,  permit,  or  other 
privilege  within  a forest  reserve  shall  place  him- 
self, his  agents,  and  emploj'ees  at  the  disposal  of 
the  forest  officer  for  the  purpose  of  fighting  fire  ou 
or  threatening  mich  reserves,  whenever  so  required 
by  the  forest  ollicer.

On  special  instructions  of  the  Minister  and 
until  otherwise  ordered  by  him  permits  as  provided 
for  in  these  regulations  may  be  issued  l)y  the 
Dominion  'Timber  or  Ijand'  Agent  for  the  diistrict 
in  which  any  forest  resun-ve  is  situalwl. 

DO.  Any  person  entering.  i>a.Asing  into,  across,  or 
through  any  part  of  a forest  reserve  shall,  when 
required  sio  to  do  by  any  forest  iianger  or  any  other 
officer  having  charge  of  or  jurisdiiction  within  the 
reserve,  truthfully  answer  any  inquiries  made  of 
him  by  such  ranger  or  officer  as  to  his  mime,  his 
post  office  address',  the  duration  or  the  propoyed 
duration  of  his  stay  in  the  reserve,  and  the  portion 
thereof  he  intend's  to  visit  or  has  visited,  and  e’hall 
give  other  information  of  a similar  nature  as  such 
ranger  or  officer  may  as-k  from  him.  hf  such  iu- 
formation  is  not  yatisfactory  to  (he  forest  officer 
he  may  require  .such  person  to  remove  from  the 
reserve. 

D1.  I’erHOns  who  rendei-  themsclvesi  obnoxious  by 
d.isorderly  conduct  or  bad  behaviour,  or  who  violate 
any  of  the  regulations  of  the  reserves,  may  be 
.''■uinmarily  removed  from  the  reserve  and  will  not 
be  allowed  to  return  without  permis.'jion  in  writing

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  7G. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Asstembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1SG7,”— whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Plarbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .Toint-sitock  Company ; or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relaite  bo  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  'community,  or  for  making  any 
amendiment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act,— — 
shall  require  a Notilce,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  applioaition  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant;  such 
notice  to  be  'published  as  follows: — ' 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affecteds  or  if  there  be  im  newspaper  published 
(herein,  then  in  a neiws'paper  in  the  next  nearest 
Ele'cboral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

iSu'ch  no^tice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  'the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
ins'orting  'such  'notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  'Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  Hous'e  after  'the  firs't  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  'ainy  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  ithree  weeks  of  each 
S'ession,  nor  ma.v  any  Repoik  of  any  Stianding  or 
S'elect  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  ■mo'di'fioation  of  this 
Rule  sha'll  bo  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  lias  been  reported  on  by  'the  ‘Coinmittee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  lafter  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Sitlanding 
'Coinmitteo  charged  with  cousidera'tion  of  I’rivate 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  su.spendcd  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  'Private  Bill  which  is 
'l)reseiit(''d  after  the  time  liereinbofore  limit’cil,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  Iras  been  received  after  tire 
tiime  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  'Case  pay 
double  the  fees  requiriM  as  herein  mention'ed,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  .Vny  person 
seeking  to  obtain  .any  Priv.ate  Bill  .shall  deposit 
wi  th  the  '('lerk  of  the  I louse,  eigh  t clear  daj’s  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  'a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Peitition  to  be  preson'ted  to 
live  House,  toyether  with  eopics  of  the  notices 
pnhlished.  Such  publioabion  to  be  proved  by  afii- 
davit  or  declaration  to  the  satisfaiction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  'At  the  time  of  depositing  'the  Bill, 
the  api)licant  shall  also  pay  to  the  'Clerk  of  the 
Hou.'^e  the  sum  n't  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  a’lid  notices  shall  noit  have 
betm  so  deposiited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  luis  not  l>een 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  'the  Session, 
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ith'G  amoiiu't  to  'be  paid  to  tlio  'Olork  sb'all  be  s'ix 
hirndred  dioliars.  I'f  tbe  Bill  eb'all  no't  pass  second 
reading-  one-'bialif  o'f  the  fees  paid  sbail  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Blill  foir  the  eTection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  tbe  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  .such  Bill  sbail, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  iwhibb  itbey  intend  tO'  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  beigh.t  of  'the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  a'bubm'Oiits  or  piers  for  the 
pas.«age  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  eredt  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  ‘All  Private  Bills  for  Acts'  of  Incoi'poration 
sihall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  tire 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  lor  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  tire  introduc- 
tion of  Other  'provisions  'as  to  ‘Such  details:,  and  a 
note  shiall  be  appended  to  the  B'lll  indicating  the 
■provisions  thereof  in  wh'iich  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promioters  and  reprinted  at  th'eir 
expense  before  any  Oom'mittee  'passes  upon  the 
clauses'. 

'82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared'  by  the 
pa-rties  applying  for  Ith'e  same,  'and  printed  in 
Simall  Pica  type,  'twenty^six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
goo'd  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  imeasuiinig  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shaii  be  a marginal  nirmber  every  fifth  line 
■of  'each  page  ; the  num'bering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  ithe  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies:  of  each  Bill  ehiall  'be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  ‘amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  'its  progress  before  the  'Oommitte'e  on 
Private  B'ilis,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
he  reprinted  by  th'e  promoters  there'of. 

By  Rule  83,  'a  model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopteid.
